RACE PROBLEM AS 
VIEWED BY NEGRO 


Prof. W. H. H. Hart Declares 


That Education Alone Of- 
fers a Solution of the. 
Race Question. 


SOUTH NOT ALL TO BLAME. 


: Story of a Man Who Has Devoted 
His Life to the Uplifting 
of the Colored 

| People. 


‘Washington, D. C., June %.-(Spectal.}—In 
starting in upon an extended investigation 
of the race question in the south I was for- 

te enough to have a long talk with Prof. 
W. H. H. Hart, one of the most advanced 
im the country. Born 
a slavé in a stockade in Alabama, having his 
first schooling from a Yankee schoglmarm 
under the shade of a forest on the sinks of 
the Chattahoochee, and progressing to a 
point where he has become professor of law | 
in Howard university and the head of a vol- 
untary charitable institution of his own, 
which he has conducted for years out of his 
own pocket. Prof. Hart is in a singular 
degree fitted to speak on the negro question. 

He knows the south perhaps as well as 
any man in the country so far as racial char- 
acteristics are concerned, and as his own 
father and his paternal grandfather were 
white men, he is perhaps as well equipped by 
training as any one could be to understand 
the tremendous issues involved in what is 
known as the negro question in the United 
States. 


‘View of the Race Problem. 

No nostrums. No miracles.” 

This is the text from which Prof. Hart 
preaches a remarkable sermon, and it must be 
understood in the first place that he is broad 
enough and fair enough to talk conservative- 
ly, patiently, hopefully, and philosophically 
regarding a great guestion which he himself 
says will require generations to settle. He 
takes the ground and fortifies his position 
with an astonishing grasp of the actual situa- | 
tion in the United States that the negro is 
nothing more nor less than a man, not 
peculiar in any sense, but to be dealt with 
as other men would be dealt with when placed 
in exactly the same circumstances. 

Granting at once that ignorance is the 


* 


| great bar to progress, Prof. Hart insists that 


education through the medium of common 
schools is the only solution to the race prob- 
lem in America. Furthermore, he insists that 
the south is not entirely to blame for the 
illiteracy of the blacks and that it is the duty 
of the nation at large to provide a national 
{| school fund sous to eliminate the ignorant 
negro from the problem altogether. The 
south, he says, is too poor to do this work 
itself, and as these illiterate negroes, who are 
ignorant from no fault of their own, are none 
the less a menace to the safety of the repub- 
lic, it therefore becomes the duty of the na- 
tion at large, by the use of the national funds, 
to stamp out Tiliteracy in the south just as it 
would stamp out an epidemic of yellow fever 
in human beings or of the 28885 and mouth 
disease in cattle. 


Hart a Remarkable Man. 

The remarkable man with whom I spent 
the afternoon in an extremely instructive 
conference is, as I have indicated, a quad- 
roon. That is to say, he has in his veins 
but one-fourth of negro blood. All the rest 
is white, but under the old and present laws 
he is none the less a negro, and if he were not 


‘so by law he would be by inclination, because 


he has devoted his life in an entirely practi- 
cal and successful effort to 8 certain 
portions of his own race. 

Entirely aside from his duties at the How- 
where colored men and 
women are given a remarkably good higher 
education, Prof. Hart has been engaged in a 
personal charitable work which is known to 
many people, and particularly in congress, 


which at last by a small appropriation has 
extended belated ‘aid to a successful charity. 


Hie Home for Colored Waifs. 
Starting in with a farm he owns down the 
Potomac, a few miles from Washington, 
Prof. Hart began to create a home for the 


‘little colored waifs of the capital. Every 


cent he could raise by his successful law 
practice was devoted to this work. He 
established a sort of voluntary reform school 
down the river, where the little street erimi- 
nals were actually put on their honor, and 
no bars, no 


curious reform school. Each little colored 
chap was told that his self-interest was in- 
volved in remaining at the school, and to the 
everlasting credit of the little cusses ”’ it 


must be said that few of them ever have run 
| away, and most of those who did came back 


of their own accord. : 

This work of Prof. Hart is too extensive to 
be noted in a paragraph, and I refer to it 
merely to show the kind of man he is and to 
accentuate the value of his observations on 
the race question, because he is not only a 
man of mixed blood himself but has studied 
the possibilities, the racial tendéncies, and 
the criminology of the negro at the point 


where he comes most in contact with the 


whites under favorable circumstances, which 
is right here in Washington. 


Has No Outside Aid. 

I can only give space to say that Prof. 
Hart has spent all his own money in this 
good work without soliciting a dollar of 
contribution from outside sources, the 
money finally voted by congress being suffi- 
cient to pay only a smal! portion of the actual 
working expenses, while all the rest of the 
land and buildings, the work of supervision, 


and the building up of permanent improve- |- 


ments contributed alone and un- 
aided by s devoted negro philanthropist, 
whose father, I might say, was Henry Clay 
Hart, a white man born in Rhode Island 
and an officer in the confederate army, and 
whose maternal grandfather was Dr. Dunn, 
an English physician, who settled first in 
Georgia and then in Alabama and was the 
owner in fee simple of Prof. Hart's grand: 


What Ails the South. 
“What is the matter in the south?’ I 


| asked, and what must be done about it?” 


“The greatest blight upon the southern 
states is still the one influence of slavery. 
Neither the whites nor the blacks have yet 
been able to escape from that blight. Nev- 


| ertheless, the interests of both the white man 


and the colored man in the south are ident- 
ical. What helps one helps the other, and a 
hindrance to one is a hindrance to the other. 


‘| They are actualy neighbors now, and they 
J ought to be friends. They are placed to- 


gether in the south, which has marveious 
natural resources scarcely yet touched, with

TOWN OF PACOLET, 8. C., WITH ITS 
COTTON. MILLS, DESTROYED. 


Thirty Persons Drowned and Prop- 
erty Damage Is Immense—Breaking 
of Sny Levee Places East St. Louis 


City in Imminent Danger of Being 

Washed Away-—Freight Traffic Is 
Blocked at Missouri Metropolis. 

Spartanburg, 8. June -A torrential 

rain storm visited this region between last 

midnight and dawn today, resulting in gen- 


property. The greatest destruction of life 
and property occurred at the Pacolet and 
Clifton and Glendale cotton mills. Wires are 
down and reports are conflicting, but it seem 


were drowned, mostly mill operatives. 
The Pacolet mills were the heaviest prop- 
erty losers, President Victor Montgomery 


out of work and within a few days will be 
in need of daily bread. 
Cotton Mills Washed Away. 

At 6 o’clock today it was noticed that the 
water reached the mill by the optratives, 
who began to form in line to enter the mills. 
At mills No. 1 and 2 the water pressure soon 
‘became dangerous, the boiler rooms were 
submerged, and the workmen were ordered 
back. A little later the fury of the raging 
river struck mill No. 1, sweeping the plant 
entirely away. The strong current then 
swept against No. 2, demolishing that mill 
and leaving only the cloth rooms standing. 
The bridge over the Pacolet river, a steel 
structure, was carried away by the furious 
water, which had burst through the dams. 
The wareroom, with nearly 4,000 bales of 
cotton and 4,000 bales of domestic cloth, fol- 


lowed. 
Damage at Pacolet. 


At Pacolet mill No. 8, one-half the picker 
room, and five stories on the left side of the 
main building were washed away. 

At Glendale four warehouses fiilled with 
cotton and cotton products were swept away. 

The mill at Glendale was not materially dain- 
aged. At Converse the main building of the 
Clifton factory collapsed. The Converse mill 
is demolished, 
picker room bullding, which is badly wrecked. . 
Clifton mill No. 3 lost its boiler room, machine | 
ship, engine room, and smokestack. 

All the bridges on the main line of the 
Southern railway were washed away. 


EAST ST. LOUIS IS INUNDATED. 


-Mississippi Continues to Rise and 
Causes Grave Apprehension 125 
Numerous 


St. Louis, Mo., June 6.—Like an inland sea 
the swollen Mississippi has spread out over 
the Illinois shore in the vicinity of St. Louis, 
The water covers lower East St. Louis, anda 
big grain elevator that at normal stage 
stands high above the water line is now 
isolated. 

The railroad and shipping district of East 
St. Louis presents a small peninsula on which 
freighthouses stand a short distance above 
the flood. But beyond these “freighthouses | 
extends a lake half a mile wide, and the 
water at the eastern edge laps at the founda- 
tions of tall business blocks. The St. Louis 
Hay Warehouse company’s building, situ- 
ated on the levee near the Eads bridge, is half 
submerged, and as the water creeps higher 
and dislodges the bales of hay they float out 
through the upper windows and are carried 
away by the current. 

‘Traffic to Be Discontinued. 

Along the St. Louis shore wharfboats are 
drawn in almost to the foundations of build- 
ings, and in an endeavor to continue busi- 
ness freight wagons today hauled their loads 
with the wagon beds touching the water and 
the horses all butswimming. Freight traffic 
will probably be discontinued on Monday, as 
the stage by that time will preclude all haul- 
ing along the levee. 

At 7 o'clock tonight the stage registered 
85.4 feet, a rise of seven-tenths of a foot since | 
1 o’clock this morning. Government Fore- | 
caster Bowie tonight issued a statement that 
the rise will continue rapidly for the next 
forty-eight hours, and a stage of 37.5 feet will 
be registered by Monday. He said this stage 
will certainly be reached and it is RN 
N the water will go to 88 feet. 


Breaking of Greer Levee. 

Missouri Point, just north of the confluence 
of the Missouri and Mississippi rivers, a fer- 
tile section beyond the reach of ordinary 
water, has been coveréd to a considerable 
depth. Twenty miles west of St. Louis the 
miles of farming bottoms, in the center of 
which was located the summernng place, 
Sreve Cour lake, has been deluged by the 
breaking of the Greer levee, which formed a 
barrier to the Missouri river. 

South of St. Louis the water has backed 
into the river Des Peres, which is now sev- 
eral miles wide, and families have been 
driven from their homes. North of St. Louis, 
across the river, the three towns of Madison, 
Venice, and Granite City, are now under 
water by reason of the breaking of levees 
‘yesterday and last night. 

Three Towns Threatened. 

At Mitchell, II., twelve miles north, a 
„ cross levee broke this afternoon and more 
of Mitchell that was not already flooded by 
the levee break of last night, and hundreds of 
acres of additional farming lands, were flood- 
ed. Gangs of men with trainloads of sacks 
of sand were hurrieg to the latest levee break 
there this afternoon. If this gap is not closed 
the flood will pour down upon Granite City, 
Madison, and East St. Louis, and, unless 
stopped by the Chicago and Alton, Wabash: 
and Burlington embankments, will canes 
more destruction. 

The postoffice at West Alton and 3 
III., were abandoned today. There are but 
eight or ten families in that vicinity now, all 
sheltered in one dwelling on an Indian mound 
which is about eight feet above the water. 


FLOOD ADVANCES AT QUINCY. 
Town of Meyer Deserted and Residents 


Side of the River. 


Quincy, III., June 6.—{Special.]—The food 
advanced two inches more today and tonight 
the gauge shows twenty feet and one inch. 
It is believed the crest of the flood will’ be 
reached by tomorrow. 

‘Many men and boats have been busy an 
day rescuing families from their submerged 
homes in the inundated bottoms back of the 
broken levees. Many of them were taken 
out of second story windows and some from 
off the roofs of their homes. Army tents to 
shelter the homeless have been shipped from 
Springfield. 

The town of Meyer, fifteen miles above 
Quincy, is deserted. Many of the citizens 
have taken refuge on the bluffs across the 
river in Missouri. Many families in the 
district did not have time to reach the bluffs, 
and are camped on the levee, ten feet wide 
and only a few inches above the flood. 

The crevasse in the Sny leveé is now nearly 
half a mile wide, and the water rushes 
3 it with a roar that rivals Niagara. 
The Sny levee is fifty-three miles long, and

About 
1.200 operatives in these mills are thrown 


nothing standing except the 


KENTUCKY FEUD 
OLDER THAN WAR 


Strife Dates. Back to the 
Days Before the 
Rebellion. 


ONE STARTS AT WEDDING. 


Number of Victims Cannot Be 
Told, for Many Have Died, 
with the World None 
the Wiser. 


Jackson, Ky., June 6.—[{Special.J—With 
murder licefised and assassination applaud- 
ed, with every man’s hand raised against his 
enemy to crush, and kill, and mutilate, the 
feud that hae raged for years in the fastness 
of this Kentucky mountain town has grown 
to such proportions that a detachment of 
militia is encamped in Jackson to preserve 
peace and prevent further fatalities in the 
notorious Hargis-Cockrell affray. 

Fearful of assassination, in terror for their 
lives, the county officers, their hands bound 
by threats and warnings, have witnessed 
murder after murder without daring to ar- 
rest the men whom the entire community 
knew to be guilty of the atrocities. 

It is difficult to conceive that for a year 
and a half in a civilzed section of a civilized 
state, where men apparently of education 
and refinement are the leading citizens of the 
county, such a state of affairs prevails that 
no man will accept the officé of coroner. Yet 
Breathitt county, nestled in the green clad 
hills of Kentucky, has no such official, and, 
for that matter, no resident who aspires to 
the office. It exists under the law, but the 
coroner's office in Jackson is without an oc- 


Long List of Assassinations. ‘ 

Nor is there in Breathitt county any record 
ats ver of the men who have fallen victims 
of the Hargis-Cockrell feud. The number 
and the names of both men.and women—for 
women also have been assassinated in the 
bloody. warfare—are unknown by record. 
They exist only in the memories of those 
whose hearts have been wrung by the grief 
and pain of their untimely death. Apparent- 
ly, in all the county, there was not to be found 
one single individual who could give a list 
of those killed in the feud, much less an in- 
teligible list of those wounded in the war be- 
tween the two forces. 

It has been announced with some authority 
that the Hargis-Cockrell feud dates back 
only eighteen months. Such, however, is not 
the case. Its inception occurred as early as 
the closing days of the war, and, only occa- 
stonally slumbering, it has continued its 
course almost without interruption, until a 
little more thar a year ago ft awakened to 
new life and began at once to develop into one 
of the flercest feuds that has ever dia ie in 
these Kentucky mountains. 


New Feuds in Prospect. 

By those observers who are entirely con- 
versant with the situation it is believed that 
the Hargis-Cockrell feud will develop into a 
warfare that will extend throughout the 
mountain countries. It bide fair, in other 
words, to absorb all other emaller and less 
important difficulties and align upon either 
the Hargis or the Cockrell side the various 
factions that are now at swords’ points in 
counties adjoining Breathitt. 

The outcome would be one general feud 
composed of half a dozen different interests, 
all having their own separate scores to settle, 
but all united under either the Hargis or 
Cockrell leadership. 

Already the leaders of the famous French- 
Eversole feud—whose esnbers, by the way, 
still solder, ready at a moment’s warning 
to break out afreph—have taken sides. 
Wrench has allied himself with the Hargis 
interests and the Cockrells have been rein- 
forced, at least so far as sympathy is in- 
volved, by the remnant of the Eversole fam- 
ily and its sympathizers. Then the Bakers, 
and the: Whites, and the Hawkins, and all 
the other families that have contributed to 
give the mountains of Kentucky a reputation 
far and wide for murder and assassination 
are slowly wheeling into line. 


' How Warfare Is Spreading. 


Day by day more interests, more individ- 
uals, and additional families are being swept 
into the vortex of the feud whirlpool. Men 
who yesterday were looked upon as neutrals 
today, through an unwise step or a slip of 
the tongue, have found themselves marked 
for an assassin’s bullet. Naturally, only one 
course is open to them: They must joim the 
friendly forees in order to protect them- 
selves and their families. 

Throughout the east and the north gener- 
ally it is believed that some sort of code of 
honor prevails in the feud of Kentucky’s 
mountains. Generally the opinion is found 
to prevail that armed men will not fire upon 
defenseless enemies, that women and chil- 
dren are safe, and that men are safe in their 
presence and in their company. Sometimes 
it is believed that the factioniste stand 
bravely aligned and fight to the end in honor- 
ably conducted duels, 

Yet despite these conceptions of Kentucky 
feuds, the fights themselves are without ro- 
mance. No honor at all enters into the prose- 
eution of the intense hatred. There is no 
fairness in the shooting; there is no homage 
paid to women; there is not the slightest sug- 
gestion of chivalry. In short, the victims 
are shot from ambush. The bullets that end 


comes before even the presence of a hidden 
enemy is suspected. Trachery is the only 
chivalry in Kentucky feuds; their badge of 
courage is a man’s ability to shoot another 
man in the back. / 

Out of the forty men killed in Breathitt 
| eounty only one was shot in a fight that even 
approximated the elevation of a common sa- 
loon brawl. He, 
tim not shot in the back. 

Simply Licensed Murder. 

The Hargis-Cockrell feud, in sum and sub- 
stance, is licensed murder and assassination. 
A bit of cold humor, like th@ glint of gray 
steel, plays into the accounts of the various 
killings when one narrator paused long 
enough in his bloody account to declare that 
jt is a common expression in Breathitt county 
to say?“ Here 1s $5;_gp kill my man and bring 
back the change.” 

Yet this expression, as terrible as it may 
sound, is in reality the keynote to the entire 
situation. Romance vanishes, chivalry dis- 
appears. Nine murders out of ten in Breathitt 
county, it is estimated, have been committed 
naturally, though the men who do the shoot- 
ing are closely identified with one side or the 
other, but, nevertheless, they receive their

All Negroes Ordered to Leave. 
Every negro in the city was ordered tonight 
to leave town or suffer the consequences. 
So far Sheriff Thompson has succeeded in 
standing off the mob. He called on the fire 
department. for assistance, and several 
streams of cold water has temporarily cooled 
the ardor of the crowd. How long before an- 
other assault will be made on the jail is 


| problematical, but the officers are fearful 


that they may not be able to save the negro’s 
life. 

The news of the shooting spread quickly, 
and in less than fifteen minutes the police 
station was surrounded by a mob of 500 peo- 
ple, principally busin 
men, who pleaded with 
surrender of the negro. 

Mayor Kern and Chief of Police Yaevkels 
saw that prompt action was necessary in 
order to prevent-a lynching. They quickly 
threw a platoon of police in front of tHe po- 
lice station and with drawn revolvers and 
clubs drove back the mob. 


Wyatt Rushed Through Crowd. 

Wyatt, handcuffed to two policemen and 
sugrounded by a strong guard, was then 
rushed through the lines across the public 
square, three blocks distant to the county 
jail, where he was placed in the murderers’ 
cell. * 

The mob soon increased to over 2,000 peo- 
ple, and their numbers were increaséd to 
5,000 within an hour. 

Mayor Kern, Circuit Judge Holder, and 
other prominent officials addressed the 
crowd, counseling peace and the law be 
allowed. to take its course, but their words 
seemed to have little effect. | 


Cause of the Shooting. 

The wine of the shooting was the refusal 
by Supt. Hertel to renew Wyatt's license 
to teach school. Supt. Hertel had conducted 
teachers’ examinations today, and Wyatt, 
who had taught school for several years, 
was one of the contestants for a certificate.

Race War Threatened. 

Tonight's shooting was not the only reason 
for warning all the negroes to leave thecity. 
There has been considerable friction between 
the whites and blacks for some time. 

The Rev. Charles Thomas, pastor of the 
African Methodist Episcopal church, has re- 
ceived several threatening letters warning 
him to leave Belleville or suffer personal 
injuries. He is threatened with visits from 
white caps, and one letter reads that he 


public square if he does not leave the city 
within forty-eight hours. Thomas has sent 
the letters to Gov. Yates and appealed to him 
for protection. 

The letters are believed to be the outgrowth 
of the recent equal right sult brought by 
Thomas against Henry Baumgarten, proprie- 
tor of one of the leading white barber shops 
of Belleville,for $200 damages because Baum- 
garten refused to allow one of his employés 
to shine the minister's shoes. Thomas en- 
tered Baumgarten’s barber shop when the 
place was crowded with patrons and, seating 
himself in the chair, asked that his shoes be 
polished. Aware that in serving the negro 
it would be detrimental to his trade, Baum- 
garten told the negro preacher that it would 
be impossible for him to serve him, as his 
patrons would object to it. Thomas became 
enraged at this and stated that he was an 
American citizen and had the same rights in 
the barber shop that other customers had. 
Baumgarten refused to serve Thomas, and 
the latter left the place, informing the pro- 
prietor that he would institute suit against 
him. The suit was brought and a jury de- 
cided that Baumgarten had a right to refuse 
to serve the colored preacher. Today Thomas 
filed an appeal bond with August Hertel, a 
wealthy white citizen, as surety. He says 
he will carry the case to the Supreme court.

Biscuit Trust Announces Plans—Says

| | the stock reports has come the 
first statement from the National Biscuit 
company as to its attitude in the labor war 
that has been waged for some time against 
its plants in Chicago. By a combination of 
strike and lockout all four of its bakeries 
here were closed a few weeks ago. “The 
horses owned by the company were auctioned 
off and preparations were made, apparently, 
for a long period of idleness.

The .following statement, issued yester- 
day, indicates that the company has deter- 
mined to fight out its labor troubles now, once 
for all: i * 

„We are satisfied and can stand it as long 
as our employés. There is no use of denying 
that shutting down of the plants is causing 
losses, but they are not nearly so great as 
most outsiders imagine. We are gradually 
becoming adjusted to the condition. The 
losses sustained are nothing compared with 
what we would be obliged to stand were the 
employés granted their excessive demands. 
It is high time that labor was convinced that 
it cannot operate the business for its em- 
We have taken the present time 
to enforce the matter. Others may do 80

STATEMENT BY THE MACHINISTS 
Striking Employes of H. W. Caldwell & 
Son Company Explain Why 

‘They Quit Work. 


The machinists on strike at the plant of H. 
W. Caldwell & Son company, Western ave- 
nue and Seventeenth street, have issued a 
statement of their cause through John F. 
Cunneen: “The strike was called seven 
weeks ago and is still in force. Statements 
have been issued by the company, giving its 
version of the facts; to which Cunneen takes 
exception. He says: : 

The company submitted the question of 
a nine hour day to a vote of all employes, 
skilled and unskilled labor, men and boys. 
Foreman ordered men and boys under their 
charge to vote against the union proposition 
of the straight nine hour day. With such 
methods the company secured a majority of 
thirty votes against the straight nine hour 
day. When the vote was announced the 
union men had to decide between leaving 
their unions or going on a strike, and the lat- 
ter course was decided on unanimously. 

‘The strikers have conducted themselves 
in a peaceful manner, and are anxious to win 
the strike with moral suasion methods only.”

POOR FOOD DECLARED THE CHIEF 
CAUSE OF DELINQUENT BOYS. 


Supt. Bodine of Compulsory Education 
Says the Troubles of Dull Pupils 
and of Those Who Run Away from 
School May Be Traced to Lack of 
Sufficient Nourishment and Home 

Parents 


te Be Prosecuted. 


Hunger is the chief cause of truancy tn 
Chicago, and juvenile delinquency is a dis- 
ease of which truancy is the first stage. 

This deduction, made by W. Lester Bodine, 
superintendent of compulsory education, is 
borne out by statistics and sustained by the 
testimony of child study experts. Having 
discovered the cause it is easy to find a 
panacea for most diseases, but in this case, 
experts declare, the administering of the 
remédy, more food,“ is rendered difficult 
by verty and large families. 

Ou 
the John Worthy school at various times 
over 500 were found to be under the normal 
weight and size. At the Parental school 
160 habitual truants were examined and the 
majority found to be physically defective, 
about midway between normal and delin- 
quent children. In both the truant and the 
delinquent Supt. Bodine declares that the 
mental development invariably paralleled 
the physical growth. bf 

Lack of Food Main Cause. 


The cause of this physical defectiveness 
and the consequent mental stagnation among 
truants is traced by Supt. Bodine to lack of 
sufficient nourishing food at home. 

“In many instances the meals of these 
children at home were irregular,” 
Supt. Bodine. “ Frequently some of the 
children went ¢o school without their break- 
fasts. As a result they were not in a condi- 
tion of mind or body to become interested in 
their school books. They did not progress 
in their studies and remained in the lower 
grades, while the better fed boys were pro- 
moted by reason of their keener mental apti- 
tude. Jeered by their playmates for remain- 
ing in what they called the baby class, the 
duller, ill fed boys became truants; and 
from truancy to 


of 601 delinquent boys examined at 


Juvenile court has done much to reduce 

truancy. “He found that many of the 
boys, declared Supt. Bodine, “ traced their 
troubles primarily to home environment and 
lack of proper care.” 

To substantiate his claims further he said: 

“In Kenwood, Hyde Park, Ravenswood, 
and similar localities there are compara- 
tively few habitual truants, because the 
children in those localities are well fed, con- 
tented, and c thy normal mentally 
and physically. But, although deHMnquency 
and truancy thrive most in the 
districts, the children who Itve in the dis- 
tricts of the poor are more obedient in school 
than the Fauntleroys who come from the 
mansions of the rich. This is because the 

man believes more in effective home 
discipline, while the wealthy parent is more 
molined merely to censure and coax his child 
and spare the rod. 

When bad conditions exist through the 
negtect of indifferent parents they will be 
remedied under the new school attendance 
law, but the question of unavoidable mis- 
fortune, with its attendant poverty, is one 
that sociology has not as yet successfully 
mastered. In the great social questions of 
divorces, desertions, stepmothers, intemper- 
ance, and the like it is the children who 
suffer, and that is why truancy and juvenile 
delinquency exist so much in the larger 
cities.

The crash. although not altogether unex- 
pected, was a surprise to the majority of 
traders and for a time panicky conditions 
prevailed on the local exchange. 

The money involved in the failure, it is 
said, will mount to more than a million of 
dollars, while the London, Paris, and Amer- 
ican bank, the money house with which the 
firm dealt and which precipitated the crash, 


Although there had ‘been a whisper of un- 
certainty in inner circles for several days 
as to the standing of Eppinger & Co., none 
of the brokers was at all prepared for the 
8 announcement that was made on 
Short on December Wheat. 


It was known that the company was short 
on a large amount of December wheat, and 
this announcement at once brought about 
the most marked activity.

It is the general opinion that the cause fer 
the failure of Eppinger & Co. dates back to 
five or six months ago, when the big four 
combine was caught long on ships chartered 
at the highest prices last year, and short on 
wheat which had been sold as low as $1.05, 
and which rose to $1.60. The combine was 


reported in business circles that the losses 
amounted to $3,000,000, inourred in covering 
the enormous short lines. 

Of this big loss Eppinger & Co. were forced 
to stand their share. It is the belief that 
the losers shared the loss on equal terms. 
This would have resulted in a net loss of 
$750,000 to the firm. 

It has been the custom of the concern, it 
is declared, to advance considerable sums of 
money to farmers throughout the state on 
wheat crops and it is thought that this was | 
done this year. Present reports from the 
valieys are that the crops will be comparative 
failures, and this has had a depressing effect 
on the market. 

The final crash was precipitated by the 
London, Paris and American bank, which 
within the last two or three days made 
peremptory * heavy demands on the firm 
of Eppinger & Co. The obligations were 
pressing, and the firm could not meet them. 
Therefore, notice of insolvenay was sent to 
the exchange. - 

Henry Ach, attorney for Eppinger & Oo. 
said this afternoon: 

At a meeting of creditors. held in my 
office it was shown by the books of the firm 
that the liabilities were in the neighborhood 
of $1,850,000. The assets are placed at $700,- ; 
000. Nearly all of the creditors are yar 
tially or wholly secured.“

of Prosperity. 


Insurance men of Chicago declare that the 
figures placed on their books during April 
and May prove that Marshall Field was right 
when he said that the merchants of this city 
would be forced to buy in a more conservative 
way if labor troubles continue. They say 
that already the merchants of Chicago have 
begun to cut down their stocks through fear 
that prosperity will vanish because of labor 
wars 


Renewals of fire policies, the insurance 
agents say, show that the merchants, great 
and small, are carrying smaller stocks than 
usual, and this they attribute to fear of a 
panic resulting from strikes and lockouts.. 
The big merchants, so the insurance men be- 
lieve, are fearfal of a sudden checking of the 
present prosperity and are reducing their 
stocks to the lowest point consistent with 
their business.

Haldane is clear and definite in his atti- 
/ tude of uncompromising adherence to free 
trade. The first commissioner of wérks and 
the chancellor of the duchy are cautious 
and evasive. Lord Windsor confines himself 
to plausible generalities which might have 
been uttered if Chamberlain had never 
spoken. Sir William Walrond protests, in 
languagé borrowed from the Anti-Corn Law 


league, against taxing the many for the 


benefit of the few. In fact, it is quite plain 
that Sir William, who knows practical poll- 
tics as only an old whip can know it, dis- 
likes these new proposals exceedingly. 
But more important than any of the 
speeches is the attitude of the codperative 
congress at Doncaster, representing 2,000,000 


of the working classes. With scarcely a 


dissentient voice the congress adopted on 
Tuesday a resolution strongly condemning 
the protectionist tax upon food. 


Pension Promise Is Worn Out. 

The workingmen are‘ mot to be deluded by 
the bait or bribe of old age pensions. Cham- 
berlain has been offering, this attraction for 
the last ten years, ang id is farther off now 
than it was ten years ago. If he could prom- 
ise an immediate rise of wages aud a sys-

NO VIOLENCE! | 

Ask any employer what complaint he has 
to make of organized labor and he will say 
that his principal grievance arises from its 
He 
admits the right of labor to organize, but 
he idenies its right to interfere with the 
conduct of his business. Organized labor 
may, in bis judgment, refuse to work un- 
der the conditions and for the wages of- 
fered to it, but it has not in law or morals 
the right to prevent any man from accept- 
ing the terms which it rejects. In other 
words, the union man may refrain from 
working himself, but he should not by 
force compel nonunion men to desist from 
working. 

‘What the employer objects to is violence 
or the threat of it and unlawful intimidation 
exerted: upon the man who is willing and 
anxious to work by men who will not ac- 
cept the terms offered. The peace abiding 
citizen most condemns and fears violence 
in any of its forms‘ when exercised upon 
men who are peacefully pursuing their vo- 
eations, and, if not interfered with, are 
willing to continue so doing. 

The employer also denies the nine of 
organized labor to prevent any man from 
filling a place that has been left vacant 
through a strike. It is well known that 
certain classes of labor by force attempt 
to keep such places vacant. While they 
do not in theory defend violence, and usual- 
ly do not practice it in the early stages of 
a strike, the rule is that it is resorted to 
sooner or later if the strikers believe that 
they will lose their places .without it. 

Now, this much must be said in defense of 
trades unionism. First, that the older 
unions and those composed of highly skilled 
workmen are the. mW conservative. The 
locomotive engineers’ and firemen and the 
printers are, as a 3 reluctant to strike, 


way upon some common ground and avoid 
a rupture of the relations existing between 
them. There has recently been injected into 
the ranks of organized labor a large number 
of unskilled workmen who are novices in 
unionism. They frequently commit ex- 
cesses and go to lengths which are not justi- 
fied by the cooler heads among the labor 
leaders. Some of the demands made by 


ised labor are intolerable and cannot be de- 
common sense or 
fair dealing. When it comes to denying 
the right of employers to organize, or de- 
manding that they shall painfully climb the 
stairs to the headquarters of some labor 
union and humbly crave permission to keep 
open, or submit to any conditions in the 
carrying on of their business which are 
unreasonable, painful, humiliating, or calcu- 
lated to destroy discipline, the trades union- 
{et will have little sympathy from the gen- 
eral public. The employer has rights and 
can assert them under the same conditions 
that are extended to his employés. —

There has been on the part of employers 
mere anvichension of disorder than disorder 
itseic. We have been looking for the police, 
and tit militia, and the regulars to be called 
upon, but as yet no occasion for their use 
has fairly arisen. While in some instances | 
the police might have been more efficient 
they probably have done as much as they 
could do reasonably, short of clubbing by- 
standers and innocent spectators and re- 
mote pickets, who in truth have been able to 
accomplish little. 

If the workingmen were not so well or- 
ganized they could not succeed, but by that 
moral influence which extends through a 
large class in the community they’have suc- 
ceeded: in impressing upon the average man 
the idea that it is unwholesome to take 
a place left vacant by a striker, and the 
‘average union man finds his lot so uncom- 
fortable in all his domestic relations, and in 
the surroundings of his home, and in the con- 
dition of his children at school or in the 
street that he prefers to submit quietly to 
the tyranny of the union rather than suffer 
“the slings and arrows of outrageous for- 
tune which he may and probably will en- 
counter if he becomes a nonunion man. 

We may deprecate as we will the fact that 
union men, when they are strong enough, 
will not work with non „but this 
is the essence of their con on, not only 
in the United States but in England and all 
countries where labor is strongly organized. 
No union man will consent if he can help 
it to work by the side of a nonunion man, 
and it is only a question of time, endurance, 
and strength when each well . organized 
union will insist upon every man showing 
a card before he is permitted to work side 
by side with its members. It is an un- 
pleasant fact, but it is a stubborn one, and 
may as well be recognized now as at any 
other time. 

The difficulty of the situation reglly arises 
from the fact that there are so many new 
unions and so many men in them lacking 
in experience of union methods, and so 
much unskilled or slightly skilled labor to 
be dealt with. The difficulties that are 
arising now are for the most part with the 
lower classes of labor in kinds of employ- 
ment that were not formerly supposed to 
be susceptible of union organization. With 
reference to them, one of two things will 
surely happen. Wither they will become 
more reasonable as they grow older and 
will make fewer demands upon employers, 
or, as times become worse and the number 
of the unemployed increases, the pressure 
in the field of unskilled labor will become 
stronger and the unious will break down 
of their own weight. When there are a 
sufficient number of unemployed men in the 
streets of Chicago little difficulty will be 
encountered with some of the classes of 
labor that are now most erent: in their

A STUDY OF THE NEGRO QUESTION. 
‘Tus Trreune calls the attention of its 
readers to the first of a geries of articles 


upon the negro question, prepared by its 


well informed Washington correspondent, 
“ Raymond,” and printed upon another page 
of this issue, It is a valuable addition to the 
discussion of the race problem, because it 
embodies the opinions and suggestions of an 
expert, Prof. W. H. H. Hart, now at the 
head of the law depdrtment of Howard uni- 
versity, and also actively connected with 
reform institutions for the younger mem- 
bers of his race, which has given him oppor- 


tunities to study the question not alone from | 


the standpoints of social economy and 
philanthropy but also of criminology. Prof. 
Hart, though having a white father, was 
born in slavery, and though a quadroon as 
to race has cast in his lot with his own kind, 
and both as lawyer and philanthropist has 
labored to advance their interests and ele- 
vate their condition. The views of such a 
man are of the highest value. 

Prof, Hart is honest enough to admit that 
the negro question cannot be settled by 
nostrums or miracles. He is far seeing 
enough to recognize that it may take gen- 
erations to settle it. He is impartial enough 
to concede that the negro is neither an 
angel of light” nor a demon,“ but sim- 
ply a man, to be reckoned with as a man. 
Naturally he lays much stress upon common 
school education, even to.the extent of help- 
ing the south with an appropriation for na- 
tional education in order that the illiterate 
class of negroes may beeliminated. The im- 
portance of this educational point.cannot 
be denied. It was asserted convincingly at 
the recent southern educational conference 
at Richmond, Va. It is admitted by thought-

PERSONAL INJURY SUITS. 

A police report shows how the dockets | 
of the Cook county courts are kept sup- 
plied with suits. There were during May 
132 electric street car accidents, in which 
six persons were killed and 178 injured. 
Presumably, the companies were not re- 
sponsible for all the aceidents. In some 
instances the people who were injured were 
wholly or partly to blame. Pven after 
making due allowance for “ contributory 
negligence,” the liabilities incurred by the 


be great. They will endeavor to settle all 
claims in cases where they are clearly re- 
sponsible for small sums. Claimants who 
will not accept what they consider inade- 
quate compensation will bring suit. So 
will many who really are not entitled to 
recover anything, but who are persuaded 
by speculative lawyers that sympathetic 
juries will do something for them. Occa- 
sionally they are unduly sympathetic. 

If there were no personal injury suits— 
if the cars of the traction companies did 
not run over so many people, and if the 
city kept its sidewalks and streets in bet- 
ter condition—it would be possible to dis- 
pense with the services of half the judges, 
and the legal expenses of the county would 
be correspondingly. reduced. The personal 
injury cases of last month which will be 
taken into court will be a source of ex- 
pense to the general public as well as to 
the defendants. The only beneficiaries of 
the suits are the lawyers who look after 
them.

top. Then. under some sudden spell, we sum-~ 
mon up courage, gather our feeble strength, 
and attempt to climb the steep and rugged 
ascent. And when at last, after many trials 
and failures, we reach the summit we are 
fully rewardéd for our exertions by the 
glorious sight oe and by the exhilara- 
tion of the upper 
Those in the valley can. see only a maln 
part of the world’s wonders—here a field, a 
garden; there a cavern, a river, or lake. 
Upon the mountain top the sublime and ewe 
inspiring prospect of the world’s wonderful 
design, beauty, majesty, and power bursts 
full upon the eye. From below we saw only 
a few peaks; from above hundreds of peaks 
ere. into view, hundreds of smaller moun- 
tains, separated by undulations of green 
forests or by silver threads of limpid waters 


only our own confined surroundings—a few 
peasants, villagers, or conceited townspeo- 


ple: beheld only petty affairs of mundane 


life, which seemed of such paramount im- 
portance.to the denizens of the valley. From 
the heights we have, comparatively speak- 
ing, an almost unlimited horizon and can 
‘gee at a glance many cities and villages, and 
in the distance hills and valleys, rivers and 
Jakes, and beyond the mighty ocean embrac- 
ing all things. From above all great cities 
seem but as toy villages, men and women 
as tiny miniatures, aud our seemingly vast 
enterprises as the block houses of children 


at play. Standing there on the mountain | 


top, in the very presence of the Lord, as it 


were, upon the throne of creation, we seem 


to realize a sense of our greater selves and. 
our larger possibilities, and to feel that the 
people and the things we have left below are 
but the chrysalls from which we have 
escaped; that the world in the valley is but 
the stepping stone to the higher world above. 

There are luminous hours in our lives when 
the soul yearns to emancipate itself from the 
limitations under which it was born and has 
continued to exist, and seeks to rise to some 
higher estate of manhood or womanhood, ' 
We have at times visions of men and women 
who have risen to spiritual heights which we 
aspire to reach. They seem to live on the 
mountain tops of life and enjoy a greater 
and broader view of human affairs. They 
are men of unusual wisdom, profound rea- 
son, of uncompromising convictions: men 
who stand on the vantage ground of truth, 
who love righteousness, execute justice, and 
walk humbly before their God; broad gauge 
men, full of sympathy and lo for human- 
ity; wholesouled men and women who can 
smile benigniy and speak graciously, yet 
wisely; . philanthropists, lovers of mankind, 
who temper justice with mercy, judgment 
with charity, and who, like divinity, are pa- 
tient, long suffering, and abundant in kind- 
ness and mercy. 

In our better moments we seek to stand 
upon such a lofty plane. Our ordinary lives 
seem commonplace, “stale, flat, and un- 
profitable.” We go constantly through the 
same routine of eating and drinking, sleep- 
ing, and waking. The great masses seem 
like thousands and millions and myriads of 
molecules and organized cells that contribute 
to the mechanism of the universe. We seem 


often to be only as the small teeth on the cog 


wheels of human and cosmic life, rotating 
upon one another to move some other set of 
wheels, and thus transmit power, vitality, 
and growth to an jJnfinite number of revolv- 
ing wheels. Now d then some of us rebel 
against a cruel, at least an undesirable; fate 
or destiny. We aspire to some higher exist- 
ence than that of the beast; we want to be 
something more than merely a part of a cog 
wheel; we have an ambition to be a power 
that moves the wheel, to be a conscious and 
active directing force, not a mere passive 
piece of mechanism. We wish to be not the 
clay that is molded but the potter who de- 
signs and executes the plan. In our better 
hours we reach out to such an ideal iife that 
is far above our material, worldly existence, 
with its constant round of toll and care, 
coupled with only a modicum of pleasure. 

It is such an ideal that reconciles us to the 
most bitter disappointments. It is the buoy, 
that keeps us afloat in the tempestuous sed 
of life until some unexpected help comes to 
our rescue. The man without an ideal is 
lost in this sordid, selfish, and cold hearted 
world. He is subject to d ndency, de- 
spair, and a broken spirit often follows 
bitter disappointment, and to the loss of 
health, happiness, and fortune as a result of 
the deceit and i selfish and 

treacherous friends. 

At such a time the words “ Go forth and 
stand on the mountain top before the Lord ” 
appeal to us with a wonderful force. Get 
thee out of the slough of despair, out of the 
valley where dwell the narfow. and the e 
minded, and stand on the heights of the i 
life, with the great and the good, before the 
Lord. This ideal fortifies the soul, brushes 
aside the brooding care, drives away the 
lowering clouds, and sends a ray of sunshine 
into our dark surroundings. We begin to 
feel. that what we have lost is not all of life, 
there are still health, happiness, and fortune 
in store for us; that the sea is never drained; 
that new friends can be made in place of the 
old; that all truth and justice, all appreci- 
ation arid sympathy are not destroyed: that 
new love can grow even from the grave of a 
dead affection. The ideal gives new zest 
to life, a new halo to our surroundings. It 
spells new opportunity and undying hope.

States women, generally speaking, have 
property right equal to those of men. In 
many states a wife may deciare a home- 
stead on a portion of the husband's property 
and thus secure to herself the right of sur- 
ree The law, in most states, no longer 
favors the father over the mother in award- 
ing the guardianship of children. The laws 
are equal in their appNeation to men and to 
women. All the trades and professions are 
open to woman. She has obtained all her 
‘rights,’ except the suffrage, and has re- 
Unquished none of her privileges.“ 


The Bulletin might have added that in 


every ome of these cases she was solemnly 
aesured that she could gain the desired right 
enly by the sacrifice of her most valuable 
privileges. In one of his California speeches 
a short time ago President Roosevelt also 
said, amid great applause, ‘“ Ours is a gov- 
ernment of equal rights under the law.“ 


Now, how much truth is there in these fair | 


sounding deciarations? Just this muchr-that 
in not one state in the union, not even where 
women have the franchise, do they possess 
equal rights with men under the law. No- 


where have married women the same proper- 


ty rights as married men. In five staies the 
wife's property into the absolute con- 
trol of the husband at marriage. In over 
one-third of them the wife's wages earned 
outside the heme belong to the husband. In 
ail of them her services within the home 
belong wholly to the husband, and she is 
legally entitied only to food, clothes, shelter, 
and medicine in measure according to his 
judgment. It is true that she may declare 
a homestead on the husband's property,“ 
but this property usually consists in what 
he has helped to earn during marriage, and 
all she may declare on it is a “ home- 
stead to the value generally of from $500 
to $2,000. She cannot Jay claim even to this, 
or to a dollar's worth of their accumula- 
tions, during the husband's life, and if she 
die first she cannot by will dispose of the 
smallest fraction of it, even the ‘‘ home- 
„ She is entirely helpless to provide 
for her children or her parents out of the 
results of all her years of work and saving. 
In over half the states the widow is stil! en- 
titled by law only to ‘‘ dower,” or a life inter- 
est in one-third of the husband's (7) real 
estate. Instead of the law’s granting the 
mother equal guardianship of the children 
“in most states.“ it does this only in nine 
of them and the District ot Columbia. While 
she cannot claim a dollar of the joint earn- 
„ her own te property may be 
to pay the family expenses, and the 
husband may decide of what these expenses 
shall consist. 

O, no; this is far from a government of 
equal rights under the law. and women are 
a long way from having “ali their rights 
except the suffrage."' All the trades and 
professions are by no means 
Only two or three of the orthodox churches 
will ordain them to preach.

As the law stands now a lone woman on 
the streets of New York who happens to be 
hunery after 9 o'clock can get a bite only by 
asking some stray man to accompany her 
to the festal board, and if she does this she is 
likely to be arrested by the police. All hail 
to the majesty of the law!

A spirited controversy has been running 
in the New York Sun for several weeks as to 
whether men should take off their hats where 
there are women in the elevators of business 
houses. The men seem to be having the

Any Texas Wheat Will | 

e to people ple identified with the ex- 
port trade in the southwest, there is not the 
slightest bability of any Texas wheat 
coming to Chicago or St. Louis. Even with 
wheat 78c at St. Louls,”’ said an exporter, 
Van advance of 9c, the Texas No. 2 red would 
be worth no more there than at the gulf ports 
for export, and grain rates from all over 
Texas to the gulf range from l5c to Ice per 
100 Ibs, while the rate to St. Louis or Chicago 
is 30c to 88e. That means a difference of 
about 9c a bu, which St. Louis would have to 
advance before Texas wheat would de at- 
tracted there. Texas will raise 23,000,000 bu 
wheat, I think, but there have been big ex- 
port engagements for July and August, and 
the surplus will all be exported. The harvest 
is two or three weeks late, and growers are 
unwilling to sell for shipment earlfer than the 
first half of July.” 

Advices from Oklahoma, covering a con- 
siderable section of the territory make the 
general claim that rains were not heavy 
enough anywhere to cause material injury to 
crops and that their effect has been to make 
brilliant prospects still brighter. A letter to 
Bennett from Hobart says: “ We have had 
fine rains in this section and crops are at 
their best. Wheat and oats are assured, 
much of the corn is waist high and has been 
cultivated three times.” A letter from Nor- 
man, dated June 8, says: Habe just re- 
turned from a trip through eight counties. 
Crops are in fine condition except cotton, 
which is backward. Wheat, oats, and corn 
look especially fine, the cool, wet weather 
having been favorable. Some heavy rains 
have done damage, but they were local, and 
farmers will be able to replant. Prospects 

e good for a wheat yield of 15 to 28 bu to 
the acre.’’ 

The provision trade is speculating when 
the big combination of packers will absorb 


the rest of the packing companies here, if at 


all, and if the intention is to acquire any of 
the multitude of packing interests in other 
cities. So far, while the National Packing 
company has acquired plants in various 
other cities, it has acquired none outside of 
Chicago not operated by the big four, ex- 


.cept the Hammond plant, which is almost a 


Chicago institution.. There are rémaining 
outside the fold in Chicago two plants active- 
ly in operation that of Boyd-Lunham, witha 
capacity of 1,500 hogs daily, and that of 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, with a capacity 
of 2,000. The latter concern also operates 
plants in New York City and Kansas City. 
There has been no suggestion of covetous 
eyes being turned on the latter plants by the 
National Packing company, but there have 
been rumors that negotiations were pending 
with Boyd-Lunham, a rumor which officers 
of that concern deny. There is also the In- 
ternational, not operated for some time, sup- 
posed to be controlled by the Continen- 
tal, which was recently absorbed. There is, 
too, the North American Provision com- 
pany, the Schwabacher coricern, whose plant 
has been used only as a warehouse for twelve 
years. If the combination aims to control 
the industry in the west absolutely it has a 
good deal of work before it. There are the 
Cudahy Packing company's plants at Mil- 
waukee, Omaha, and Kansas City; John Cud- 
ahy's at Wichita and Louisville, Cudahy 
Bros., the Plankinton & Borden at Milwau- 
kee, Mathias-Gregson at Nebraska City, 
Kingan at Indianapolis, Sinclair at Cedar 
Rapids, Morrell at Ottumwa, Agar at Des 
Moines, Dold of Buffalo, with branch houses 
at Wichita and Peoria; Wolf of Topeka, sev- 
eral at Cincinnati, and doubtless a good many 
others. 

**‘ Judging from the action. of the foreign 
markets lately,“ says Fyffe Bros., it would 
seem as if the condition of the European 
crops was considerably improved. Liverpool 
has been slow to follow our advance, being 
up,only %c when we have advanced over Ze, 
while Paris has declined during this week. 
It was the French market and the crop sit- 
uation in that country ‘thirty days ago that 
was the big bull argument.

Tue Wesleyan revival affected particularly 
the artisan and middle classes of England.

N. C. Poulsen, Now 70 Years Old, Has Painted Scenes from All Parts of the World- 
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SEAMAN for nearly sixty years, mas- 
ter of ships on the ocean and the lakes, 
a visitor in almost every port the wide 
world over. N. C. Poulsen of North 

| Artenan avenue, in this city, has, 

during his more than thirty years’ residence 
in Chicago as lake captain and navigator, 
| Painted and sold 1,200 marine sketches and 
pictures. His work naturally is to be seen 

im many a Chicago house. 

At the age of 70 he is still active with his 

brush and, palette, and one of the largest of 

Mis productions, recetitly painted and en- 

titled “The Great Republic,” is on exhibi- 

uon at O’Brien’s gallery. 

| He can scarcely remember when he was not 

drawing and painting pictures of the hérses 

and the famous cattle of his native Holstein, 
when it. belonged to Denmark instead of 

Germany. He had no masters and little in- 

‘sruction. He has never much regretted the 

lack of either. He has always found delight 

in looking around and out upon the sea and 
transforming what les before him into shape 
and color upon his canvas.

| Barly Aspirations Curbed. 


| He did not méan to be an artist, but a 
marine architect. But his father, with little 
faith in art or architecture as a means of 
getting a living. was a sea captain. So in 
Spite of his mother's tears the bey was put 
on his father’s own vessel as an apprentice 
at the age of 14. Even now he is not sure 
that his father was wrong, for he has found 
in seafaring a substantial support and has 
indulgeck his artistte taste and talent besides.

On the contrary, in 
order to avoid the suspicion of showing it he 
treated him more harshly than he would 
another boy.

issing, and the contents pouring down his 
cOllar. His food would be snatched from 
him before he could get it to his mouth, and 
many a necessary article would disappear 
when’ most needed. Naturally the victim in- 
sisted on having the creature disposed of 
even if t had to be drowned or shot. But 
mate and pet had become too attached, and 
the under officer resigned. | 

He subsequently enlisted in an improvised 
British regiment consisting of sailors in Port

some sort could deliver it. In the meantime 
the sailor artist got several . picturesque 
sketches of the cruiser, and some years after 
utilized them in a picture of it which is prob- 
ably the only one extant of the famous 
depredator.

They were all eager to take any risk and 
adopt any means for getting out of the 
clutches of the plunderer, At last, when ali 
Was ready for sailing, they dropped down to 
the lower hafbor, where the threat of a severe 
storm brought them to a standstill. The 
Shenandoah followed and put out to sen in 
the teeth of the gale in order to catch us 
prey at a legal distance from the shore. The 
storm increased. The captain declared that 
en that account they would never have a 
better chance to escape. They welcomed the 
xcitement and peril. The anchor was raised, 
a saiis set, and they went out intothe 
howling. tempest aud the pitch dark. Once

He christened it 
The Sketch’ It was frequently visited by 
the curious or friendly desirous of seeing 
his pictures and the artist's floating studio. 
One day a cripple hobbled down to the dock, 
and asked the usual permission to board it.

months in 1874 he accounted for ninety-three 
head, including twenty-four elephants, nine- 
teen buffaloes, nine rhftnoceroses, and a lion. 

It is eloquent of the daring of the man that 
of his seventy-eight elephants all but one 
were shot on foot, and that one nearly brought 
the hunter’s career to a tragic conclusion. 
He and his companions had slaughtered 
. twenty-two elephants out of a herd of sixty 
when an enormous bull charged him furious- 
ly, and, striking his horse with terrible force, 
dashed both horse and rider violently to the 
ground. When Mr. Selous recovered his 
senses he found the leviathan kneeling over 
but luckily not on him, and he was able to 


craw! from the dangerous position and eseape 


into the bush. 


Pursued by Enraged Beast. 


On another occasion, when he was pursuing 
a wounded elephant on foot, he found him- 
self hotly chased by an infuriated bull, which 
was literally whirling its trunk over the 
huntsman’e head and screaming with rage. 
„How I got away, he says, 1 scarcely 


screams, I bounded over and through thorn 
bushes which in cold blood I should have 
deemed impossible I emerged from the bush 
without a shred of clothing on me.” 

Still undaunted, he turned round on his 
pursuer and, raising his gun, fired at him at 
short. range. The gun. however, had been 
loaded twice and the recoil dashed him to 
the ground, inflicting a serious wound on his 
face, of which he bears the mark today. 


Fearful Fights with Buffaloes, 


But many of Mr. Selous’ most dangerous 
adventures have been with buffaloes, of 
which he has shot considerably over 200. “ At 
one fierce bull he pulled the trigger twice, 
and twice the gun missed fire. As he was 
about to aim for the third time the bull 
charged fiercely, plunging his horns deeply 
into the horse’s body and sending his rider 
sprawling on the ground. In a moment the 
buffalo was charging at Mr. Selous’ prostrate 
body. but, although he was struck heavjly 


by the animal's horns, the points failed to 


touch bim. 

Of such narrow escapes from death Mr. 
‘Selous could tell scores, if his unconquerable 
modesty would permit him to talk of His ad- 
ventures. Several times his Hre has been 
attempted by treacherous and unfriendly’ 
natives, and in one midnight raid on his camp 
his escape was nothing less than providen- 
tial. "When he found himself in safety he 


was clad in a shirt, a light coat, and a pair | 


of shoes; and for fourteen terrible days he 


wandered alone in the jungle before deliv- o 


erance came. 


On another occasion he spent ninety hours | 


without food ‘or water; at one time or an- 
other he has broken almost every bone fn his 


and ague; he has defied for a score of years 
every law of health and safety; and yet at 
51 he remains the picture of health and

PNTISTS. have been given a commis-. 
gioned rank in the army. At each 
military post in the United States 
there is now a dentist who holds rank 
as a first/lieutenant, The innovation 
was received: with a good deal of suspicion 
and disfavor in the army, for military men 
are conservative to a degree. Nevertheless, 
the government recognized that private sol- 
diers have teeth, like everybody else, and that 
these teeth sometimes need professional at- 
tention. 
Line officers were reconciled to the situa- 
tion when they discove’ed they would no 
longer bei duped by their soldters obtaining 
permits to be absent from camp fora day or 
two at.a time under pretense of going into 
town to consulta dentist. 
When a dentist is stationed at the post it is 
found that the condition of the teeth of the 
men improved amazingly. ‘ 

The dentists are not fully commissioned 
afficers, as, instead of a commission, they 

‘ve a contract with the government to act 
as dentists to the troops, with rank as first 
Heutenants. The distinction is vague to the 
civilian mind, but the army officers appre- 
claté it and look to it carefully that the den- 
tist does not exceed his prerogatives.

In a regimental post in the west the dentist 
who was sent there had, unfortunately for 
himself, an exaggerated idea of his position. 
He was terribly conceited to begin with and 
his appointment to the army had given him

“Let me point out to you the great educator in this do- 
mestic extravagance,” said one of the close students of do- 
mestic economy in Chicago, “It is the Chicago stockyards. 
Have you ever realized just how the packers of this city are 
foreing more and more costly meats upon the general public 
every year? It is through a system of perfecting meat flavors 
by ‘ripening’ meats, putting them upon the market as tender, 
juicy, carefully trimmed choice outs of the animal. educating 
the tastes of the public to these flavors in prime cuts, and then 


dropping the less expensive cuts of the hog or sheep or steer | 


into sausage meats, into the soup caldrons, and into the 
canneries. 


Spotled by Tasting the Best. 


„ Bearéely any person in Chicago is so poor as never to have 
eaten a but of meat from some of the best examples of pack- 


ing house products. To taste is to become a convert. Com- 


pared to a prime join of beef produced according to the best 
methods in packing town, any other cut of beef, slighted in 
the process, cannot be other than disappointing. Meat is eaten 
with relish for its favor, and the general public frequently is 
inclined to mistake flavor for nutriment. Thus it has become 
eaby und mistakenly logical for the poor family often to buy 
the choice cuts of choice meats in the belief that a better 
tod ration is secured thereby. Meat bills, above all others 
for the table, are the bills hard to meet by the poor family, and 
until such a family learns that flavor is not food it will be 
spending its substance injudiciously.” 

Dr. John A. Wesener of the Columbus food laboratory was 
Willing to admit much of the truth of these observations. It 
was not so much that the Chicago family was addicted to cuts 
of meat above ite means, however, as that in so many foreign 
kitchens of the city professional and domestic cooks have 
brought with them from Europe those methods of artificial 
flavoring which make the least desirable cuts of meat from 


an animal serve every purpose of the table. | 
_ All of Eqaal Food Value. 
„ Broadly Speaking.“ said the doctor, “a piece of meat 
from the shoulder of a beef is as good as a like cut from the 


~ 


most desirable part of the loin. Leaving out the bone and 


excess fat and gristle that may be in certain portions of the 
beef carcass, the. meat, pound for pound, is of equal food value. 
But we all know that for tenderness and fiavor there are por- 
tions of the beef that are far above all others. 

„What does the continental cook do with this proposition? 
He recognizes this absence of flavor in certain portions of the 
carcass, but when he finds that he can buy this meat at one- 
half to one-third the price of the other portions, he begins to 
figure upon artificial flavors and processes of cooking whereby 
these cheap portions may be brought up to the standard of 
the table: he knows that they will satisfy the demands of the 
System for nutriment. Flavor is the main ‘thing, and in this. 
the foreign cook is away ahead of his American cousin. The 
American table may be said to have pepper, salt, vinegar, 
mustard, horseradish, sage, and a few other condiments for 
meats, but where it has one the European kitchen table has 
three. There are a dozen vegetable flavorings for meats on 
the continent that are not known here, and every one of these 
may be used to the end of perfecting otherwise flavorless 
meat. In this manner there is a saving of one-third to one- 
half of the meat bill.“ 
As to the table in general, Dr. Wesener has some ideas as 
to relative wastes and economies along the whole line of the 
family marketing. If nutrition be the whole end of the table, 
he suggests a ration that is simplicity and economy itself. It 


ie milk, bread, and cheese as the staples, with just enough orf 


beans or peas, or of both, to give che system its necessary 
portion of iron. 


“ Milk has a large proportion of water, said Dr. Wesener, - 


“but in spite of this it may be taken for granted that milk 
and American cheése are always cheap food substances in the 


cities. Somebody somewhere gave cheese a bad name by say- 


ing that it was hard to digest and, strangely enough, the 
reputation has stuck to it, despite the fact that the first thing 
the human stomach has to digest is cheese. But cheese is 
harmiess, so much so that milk and cheese and crackers as a 
diet for dyspepsia have worked wonders upon the most un- 
believing. 8 

„Pork and beans form an excellent combination for food. 
Beans and peas are cheap and wholesome, and in some of the 
German kitchens they go far toward making soups something 
more than flavored water. Ordirarily there is little nutriment 
in soups unless supplied by such thickening substances. ; 

in the serving of eggs the European cook outclasses the 
American cook. In the foreign kitchen eggs are served in 80 
many ways that they are scarcely to be identified on all occa- 
sions. They are introduced into many meat dishes as flavor 


producing elements, while as a food they are nearly always 


cheap in the city. | 
— 
a, Dosen Eggs Equal Pound of Beef. 
have figured that with eggs and starch only as a ration 
the ordinary man would need about ten or twelve eggs a day; 
ff he should eat bread, increasing the albumen in that way, 
perhaps eight eggs would be enough. On an average a dozen 
eges will equal in value a pound of beef. Thus, as compared 
with the best steaks, eggs are cheap at 20 cents a dozen; at 
12% cents a dozen they are as good as the cheaper cuts of 
meat, and below this, according to the price, they are cheaper 
than meats from which fats and bone may have to be cut.“ 
According to Dr. Wesener, many breakfast foods on the 
market have no more food value than has the same weight of 
bread. In some of these there is a waste in the serving of them. 
But even here perhaps there may be a certain compensa- 


tion in that these foods, while wasteful in a measure, at the 


Same time prevent overnourishment. For it is the doctor's 
opinion that in adult life overnourishment of the body is one 
of the chief evils of civilization. He charges everybody with 


overeating save the man who labors with his hands. 


It 1s a habit, acquired while we are young and growing,” 
he says. Then there are other reasons for it that come 
with maturity. There is the custom of eating three times a 
day regardless of hunger and, eating, the person has a de- 
‘Sire to show appreciation for the food prepared. Then there 
is the social side of the table, and the eating and drinking 
only. that you may get at the social side of your friend; and 
after the habit of overeating has been established it creates 
an abnormal craving for food. We all have a tendency to 
overload the stomach long after the actual needs pf the body 
have been satisfied, and to appreciate this and to’remedy the 
evil we need only to experiment a little to prove the happy 
result. 

Man must learn to feed himself rationally. He exem- 
-plifies this fully in the way he feeds his horse or his cow. He 
has adapted rations that are correct for their economy. He 
knows all this, and yet he fails to feed himself correctly. 
Social obligations, habits, and customs prevent him froth car- 
rying out this principle. When we eat to satisfy the needs 
of the body and not for the tickhng of the palate, one-half of 
the Uls that flesh is heir to will dissolve into thin air and 
our mental attitude will “balance in the scale of a normal 
physical condition.” 

In these suggestions of the things that are cheap and the 
things that are dear there is no suggestion of what the man 
of average salary and means should pay per capita for the 
feeding of the family. The nature of the man’s work, whether 
indoors or out of doors, makes a difference in the possibilities 
of the bill of fare and also of his necessities. And, given the 
necessity of quantity, what shall be the necessity of quality? 

Coffee has come to be regarded as a necessity of the table. 
Even where the county agent is the arbiter of the kitchens of 

the pauper poor, coffee is Issued in the ration. Green vegeta- 
bles es a rule are luxuries when it is considered how much 
cooking and preparation are necessary and how little more 
‘than water isin most of them. Fruit is almost a necessity, 
While in certain seasons it is expensive out of al! proportion.
